'TERMS OF THE ALLIES
ACCEPTED BY GERMANY

Time Limit Would Have Been
Up To-morrow.

Garmany had untll midnlght May 12
to declde ypon a categorical answer—
yes or no—as 10 whether ghe would
accept these allied terms

The terms the Germnans have accepted
ingluge 68 the makn feature, the pajment
of a capital sum of 135,000,000,000 gold
marks in reparatlons to the Allles or
approximately  $33,760.000,000,  Other
demands Included:

(lomplete disarmament of Germany's
mflitary, naval and aerinl forces as
called for by the ‘Treaty of Versaailles

Trial by the high court at Leipsic of
the persons acoused by the Allled Powers
of “having committed acts In violation
| of the laws and customs of war.”

Germany must pay within twenty-
five days 1,000,000,000 marks In gold,
approved oreign bills or drafta at thres
months on the Germsn Treasory, in-
| darsed by approved German banks In
London, Paris, New York or other places
dlesiznated by the Reparations Commis-
slon
| These payments will be treated as the
first two quarterly instilments of the
| amount due on Germuny's lability to
| pay Z2,000,000,000 marks yearly and 26
| per eent. of the amount of her exports
lm be credited to her againat the 135,-

000,000,000 marks gold total reparations
| payments, which are to be guaranteed

| by a series of bond lasues.

Germany, subject to the prior ap-
| proval of the Reparations Commlission,
is to provide such material and labor
as any wllled Power may require toward
the restoration and development of its
Industris? and esconomic life,

Recelpts from the 50 per cent levy on
German exports decided upon at the
London conference shall be eredited to
Germany under the present arrange-
ments,

Any surplus receipts from the interest
and sinking fun payments and the ex-
port tax shall be applied to paying sim-
ple Interest, not exceeding 2% per cent.,
from May 1, 1821, to May 1, 1928, on
the balance of the debt not covered by
the bond issues authorized.

GERMAN PATROLS IN
SILESIA LYNCH A POLE

Confessed to Killing Ger-
mans, Then Disappeared.

Rarisor, Upper Sllesia, May 10.—Ger-
man patrols crossed the Oder River into
Upper Stlesia just before daylight yes-
terday morning and captured slx Poles,
one of whom was suspected of killlng a
number of Germans, The leader of the
patrol, a clvillan, 23 years of age, deé-
alared the Pole had admitted the kill-
ings. When asked what he was golng
to-do sbout It, the patrol leader sald:

‘“He was taken ten paces away and
two men were detadled to attend to him
—he disappeared, but probably could be
found floating down the Oder.'

Ammunition has been recelved here
from Brealay and from Oppeln, and
German c¢itizens are being armed and
told to defend themselves,

Italian troops hera declare they have
lost severely In recent fighting against
the Poles, and appear to be greatly in-
censed.

Roms, May J.-—Expressions of indig-
nation over the 1tallan fatalities Juring
the fighting In Upper Silesia are con-
tinuing to appear in the Itallapn press.
